The Serbian army totalled about 
300,000 men at the outbreak of the 
war, but this force was greatly de- 
pleted as a result of an epidemic of 
typhus and by engagements fought in 
an endeavor to check the Austro-Ger- 
man and Bulgarian invasion of Serbia 
gnd Montenegro, Tho reninant of the 
original armies saved itself by retreat- 
ing through the Albanian mountains 
to the eastern shores of the Adriatic, 
The survivors are reported in de- 
spatches to have included some of the 
best Serbian regiments, 

When the re-organization at Corfu

No Compromise Between Right 
and Wrong Say London 
Times.

LONDON, May 29) (2:25) am.)— 
The Times today, discussing recent re- 
ports that President Wilson was pre- 
paring the way for American media- 
tion in the war, declares that media- 
tion of this character cannot be en- 
tertained because, as the editorial 
phrases it, «a compromise between 
right and wrong is impossible, and the 
war as a matter of principle must be 
fought until Germany is beaten. 

“President Wilsen's electioneering 
speeches,” say the Times, “are bring- 
ing him on dangerous ground. We 
should be sorry t »mulate the sug- 
gestion of the Frankfurter Zeitung 
that President Wilson probably con- 
siders his political prospects would be 
helped by a conclusion of peace, but 
we think it right to state quite clearly 
that the allies are not, and will not be 
disposed to allow American internal 
politics to be intruded into their per- 
sonal quarrel, They decline to admit 
that their righteous, honorable war 
can by any strained exercise of natural 
impartiality be assimilated into a Ger- 
man war of unprovoked aggression, 
murder and outrage, ‘They will listen 
lo proposals of peace only when they 
come from the beaten foe,”

Well Known Citizen Is Attacked With Slug Shot Early on Sunday 
Morning—Shot Is Fired From Revolver Also By Burglar—Man 
Makes His Escape Without Securing Any Booty—Leaves Clues 
Which May Lead To His Capture.

towards me, While T have never paid 
much attention to these threats, the 
parties who made they may have at- 
tempted to carry them out Inst night, 
But whether it was the ring or my 
life that the marauder wanted I do 
not know, IT am thankful to be still 
alive, and they did not get me.

It is not expected that the round 
table conference, if such @ atage Js 
reached at all, will be held for sume 
weeks, as Mr. Lloyd George desires to 
et the views ©, all interested, both 
here and in Ireland, before atarting 
formal negotiations, While virtually 
everybody nopes for a settlement of 
the long standing controversy, it is 
ealized that there are many difficul- 
ties in the way, and those most con- 
versant with the situation believe the 
best Mr, iLloyd George will be able to 
accomplish will be an arrangement 
y the provisional administration of 
land, in which all parties will be 
presented, to carry on the affairs of 
the country until the conclusion of 
the war. 

Both Sip Edward Carson, the Un- 
fonist leader, and John Redmond, the 
Nationalist leader are in a difficult 
position, because of the attitude like- 
ly to be taken by the extremists of 
their parties should they make con- 
cessions. ‘Many Nationalists favor the 
total exclusion of Ulster until sileh

International 
debts are not paid in cash, but in 
kind, and to shut the doors of the 
Allied countries against Gerran 
goods would leave only an unpro- 
inising fraction of the world in 
which Germany could seek — bisi- 
ness from which to earn an_ in- 
demnity that would represent 
some fair proportion of the appal- 
ling cost of the war, The pros:

are to get apy indemnity out of 
Germany worth having we shall 
have to take it in goods or any- 
thing else Germany may be able to

WILL LEASE LAND | 
IN NORTH WITHIN 
POTASH REGIONS 


Ottawa, May 26.—The department 
of interior has issied a set of regula- 
tions governing the deviopment of 
potassium in a large area of Dominion 
land extending along the Peace, Atha- 


basca and MacKenale rivers. 

The following preamble 
the regulations which appear 
Canada Gazette tonight: © 

“Whereas it is also represented that 
the area of a location acauired under 
the provisions of tne regulations ap- 
proved by the order in council of 13th 
August, 1908, above referred to, is not 
sufficient to induce prospectors to in- 
cur the expenditure necessary to dis- 
cover such salts, that discovery can 
only be made by means of deep-bore 
holes, involving a very large expendi- 
ture, that the search may be quite 
unavailing, and that, owing to the very 
great public benefit which would re- 
sult from such a discovery, it might be 
in the public interest if liberal in- 
ducements could be offered to com- 
panies willing to risk so large an initial 
outlay upon the chance of making a 
discovery, and, 

Demand For Fertilizers, 

“Whereas, owing to the great de- 
mand for certain salts of potassium 
for fertilizing purposes, und the fact 
that the present production is quite in- 
sufficient to satisfy the word's re- 
quirements,” 

The regulations permit of a lease of 
the lands in question not exceeding 
1,920 acres, and the tease is to be 
upplied for at Dominion lands offices, 
The rental for the first year at the 
rate of 25 cents an acre shall accom- 
pany the application, Thereafter the 
rate will be 50 cents per acre annual- 
ly. One year after the securing of 
the lease the lessee shall have such 
machinery on the lands for prospect- 
ing purposes as the minister may con- 
sider necessary.”
